Two men died on Tuesday night

land two officers and 10 seamen had 
died. 

The survivors stated they twice saw 
ships, which sailed away without see~ 
ing their signals. 

The Greek flag was painted on 
both sides of the steamer and illu- 
minated by a spotlight. The flag at 
the stern was also lit up.—Reuter.

IN LETTER 


IHuminating about conditions pre- 
vailing in Vienna at the present time 
is a letter received in Shanghai from 
an “Aryan,” a member of the National 
Sociallst Party and an employee of a 
firm which was taken over by the 
Reich Government when Hitler invad- 
ed Austria, The letter is addressed to 
a Shanghai resident who, prior to the 
tragic turn of events in Vienna, was 
working in the same firm. It was dis- 
patched from Vienna. on December 23 
nnd had not been opened by censors. 
The name of the sender and his ad- 
dress appear on the back of the en- 
velope and no attempt seems to have 
been made to conceal incriminating 
parts of the letter’ by flowery 
language. 


For obvious reasons, the names of 
the sender and the addressee must be 
withheld and only excerpts from the 
letter are given here. ‘ 

“T sincerely hope that you 
are well and that you have accustom- 
ed yourself to your new surroundings. 
Believe me that everyone who has not 
got the doubtful honour of being a 
German citizen, is much more envi- 
able than one of those gagged and 
enslaved Teutons. What has been 
made of, and with, human beings 
since, would represent the life-work 
of Goethe, were he to have written 
on the subject. 


BUNCH OF BEGGARS 


“You have maybe read in English 
newspapers that we ‘freed Austrians’ 
are now being dominated by an utter- 
ly brutal bunch of beggars who come 
to beg every Sunday (including Sa- 
turdays). Right down to- the last 
penny everything Is being taken from 
us; we are being followed into tram- 
cars and right to the office desk with 
demands for ‘voluhtary’ contributions 
notwithstanding the obligatory deduc- 
tions made from our salaries and the 
collections taking. place in each firm 
every week. Breitner was an {nno- 
cent child as compared to the taxation:

It was found, reports 
Goebbels’s newspaper, the “Angriff,” 
that to claim these: some- people were 
walking to and from their work In- 
stead of travelling by train or tram. 
All applicants now have to produce 
forms countersigned by thelr em- 
ployers stating exactly how long the 
daily journeys take. :

The barrows and the danglers stand 
against one side of the loading bank at 
the. Bouts-Tillotson London depot, the 
boodlers against the other. 


The bank is piled with every size 
and shape of parcel, box and. bak. 
Barrows are ten and _ twenty-ton 
lorries, ocean liners of the road; dan- 
glers are trailers; and the boodlers the 
small collection and delivery vans 
which feed them. 


Three hundred tons of merchandise 
will vanish into the black-out from 
this bank to-night bound for every 
part of the country. 


Another 300 tons will arrive. 


Thirty lorries out, thirty in. For 
night traffic is heavier since the war. 


It is 7 p.m. when ARTHUR DYKE 
(they call him “Tea-cake”) takes out 
No. 503, the first twenty-two-ton solo 
for the north. At 6.30 to-morrow 
morning, while it is still dark, he will 
pull into Manchester, 200 miles, twenty 
cigarettes, two cups of tea away, 


The black-out is inside the cabin 
as well as out, Only’a faint, luminous 
glow from the figures on the speedo- 
meter. The seat is as upright as a 
pada stall, but roomier. And hote 
er. 


ARTHUR is fifty-one. He has been 
night driving for fifteen years, 


Since the war he has been driving 
five trips—1,000 miles—a week. Two 
up, two down, and-on the fifth a 
change-over at half-way with the 
first down-driver, so he can spend the 
week-end in London, where he lives. 
He gets £1 a trip, making £5 a week. 


The 110 horse-power engine over 
which we sit roars up imperceptible 
gradients through dark, deserted Lon- 
don streets, 


The war and the black-out have 
not made much difference to 
ARTHUR, but there have been 
changes. 


Makes the night a bit longer when 
it’s black all the way. Plenty of com- 
pany though. Lot of R.A.F. chaps 
wanting lHfts north. Can't afford the 
fares on their pay. But you won't see 
many lorry girls. Went off the roads 
a Jong time ago. Birmingham Lil and 
Coventry Kate were the last. 


Hour after hour the glistening black 
ribbon of road slips under the cabin 
windows, Moré lorries Join us" We 
move in convoy. All the same way. 
Some sre cargo boats. We are a Queen

ARTHUR winks his headlights to 
pass. The bobbing rear light ahead 
signals back. Once we are in front 
the headlights. behind signal ‘You're 
clear of ‘me. You can_ pull across 
now.” Our rear ght winks ‘Thanks, 
mate.” 


Thirty miles up the road we stop 
at BILL'S CAFE for “the best cup of 
tea on the road.” Tea, and hot bacon 
sandwiched between thick slices of 
fresh hread. : 


After eleven o’clock lorries begin to 
pass us coming down. Midnight {Is 
the peak. Two seventy-mile stretches 
of traffic, converging from north and 
south, pass in the centre of England 
between eleven and three every night. 

There’s a glow up the road. We 
pull up. In a minute the road up and 


down is a ‘solid block of lorries. It's 
a lorry burning out. . Soldfers from 
a camp have been helping unload it. 
There is a smell of stewed fruit. 


The block clears and the convoy 
spreads out again, jockeying for posi- 
tion.

Plymouth, January 12. 

At least two of the three convicts 
who escaped from Dartmoor last 
hight, to-day went shopping in a busy 
Plymouth street while armed men 
searched the moors miles away. 

That they got so far has given rise 
to the belief that they may have had 
help from outside and have been 
given food and money. If so they 
may be anywhere now. 

Scotland Yard are watching. London 
stations to-night. The men are un- 
noticeably dressed and have had plen- 
ty of time to catch a train. 

It is now clear that while the hunt 
was at Its height last night they 
“searched for themselves” disguised 
in warders’ black oilskins. / 

Warders, police, mounted and foot, 
. patrol cars, special constables, and 
civilians had been guarding roads, 
visiting farms,. stopping cars, and 
searching Dartmoor as far as Exeter

PAL, WEEPS 
IN COURT 


An Army sergeant-major, who ac- 


‘|cidentally shot his friend with a re- | 


Volver, broke’ down after telling the 
story at Croydon .Goroner’s Court, 
yesterday, and had to be assisted from 
the court. 

He was Sergeant-Major Edward 
Terence Duggan, and the dead man 
was. Sergeant Harold Brian Wright 
(30), whose home was at Dollis-hill, 
Finchley. 

The tragedy occurred three days 
ago, and it was stated that the two 
men, who were the best of friends, 
‘shared the same bedroom. 

In civil life, Sergeant Wright was 
an engineer. 

It was alleged that Sergeant-Major 
Duggan had several times been seen 
playing with his revolver. 

On one occasion, it was stated, he 
fired a shot In his reom, and Sergeant 
Butcher, who happened to be present, 
told him it was a most unsafe thing 
to do, and that, moreover, it was 
against regulations. , 

HE WASB SHAVING 

On the day of the tragedy the dead 
man was shaving when the revolver 
went off, killing him. 

Immediately | afterwards 
collapsed, 

Dr. Temple Grey said the bullet en- 


Duggan 


tered the body on“the right side, pass- | 


ing through both lungs and the heart, 
and almost emerged from the left 
side. Death was due to haemorrhage 
from the heart. 

After a long retirement, the jury 
returned a verdict of ‘Accidental 
death,” and added no rider. 

Replying to expressions of sym- 
pathy, Mr. Williams started to criticise 
the evidence of Duggan, and was sug- 
gesting that certain evidence had not 
been given, when the Deputy Coroner 
said: “I cannot allow you to make any 
observations now. The case is con- 
cluded. 

“If you are not satisfied you can 
apply to the Divisional Court, but so 
far as I am concerned the inquiry is 
closed.” 

DUGGAN’'S OUTBURST 

Describing the accident, Sergeant- 
Major Duggan, who was greatly dis- 
tressed, sald:— 

“t took the revolver off my bed 
and, talking to Willlams, | went 
to ‘break’ It. 

“I think I cocked It Instead of 
_-‘breaking’ Ite... oe 
“t accidentally pulled. ‘the. ‘trig- 
ger with my thumb, and It went 

off.” 

Mr. Williams (counsel for the re- 
latives of the dead man) said he ac- 
cepted what had happened as a pure 
accident, but he did not accept Dug- 
gan’s version of what had occurred. 

Duggan, with much emotion, then 
said: “God knows I did not intend to 
kill him.” 


ARGENTINE CREDITS

REAL LIFE DETECTIVE 


|CLOAK ROOM TICKET 
GALLOWS 


‘LEADS TO 


This is a queer story of how the 
inquiries. of a suspicious wife un- 
expectedly brought to Hght a young 
woman’s disappearance and revealed 
a frightful tragedy in a SUMMCE home 
-in England. 


It began when Mrs. Mahn picked 
up a Waterloo station check room 
ticket which had fallen from a suit 
of her husband’s clothes while she 
was cleaning It.

Waterloo Station, {in return was 
hunded a Gladstone bag which con- 
tained articles of blood-stained cloth- 
ing and a large carving knife. 

A score of detectives were put on 
the trail of Mahn. They soon learned 
that he was a “lady’s man” that that 
among other things an illicit love 
affair had been going on between him 
and a Miss Emily Kaye. After a 
time Mahn wanted to end it but Miss 
Kaye would not agree to this.

It was next ascertained that Mahn 
had purchased a large carving knife 
and the description of it furnished by 
the dealer showed that it correspond- 
ed precisely with the bloody knife 
found in the Gladstone bag that had 
been deposited at Waterloo Station. 
Inspector Savage now had sufficient 
evidence to arrest Mahn who was 
ed. England does not have anything 
comparable to the third degree prac- 
ticed in the United States. The pri- 
soner was reminded of his constitu- 
tional rights and told that he did not 
have to tell anything which might 
incriminate him. 
But in the midst of the exomina- 
tion he broke down, made a confes- 
sion.

His one desire was to get rid of the 
body.

One part was thrown into 
a lake, another buried and so on un- 
til th egruesome end. The knife and 
other articles were put in the Glad- 
stone bag and checked at the Waterloo 
Station. Later, Mahn said, he intend- 
ed to think out a way of hiding them. 
He felt he was perfectly safe and-that 
no one would ever know what became 
of the unfortunate young woman.. 
But his house of flimsy cards was 
knocked to the ground when Mrs. 
Mahn found the ticket for the check 
room of the Waterloo Station and 
turned it over.to Scotland Yard. The 
result was as amazing to her as’ it 
was to her murderous husband. His 
plea of. accidental death was disre- 
garded by the jury and he was con- 
victed. 


[SMOOTH | 
WORKING 
OF THE | 
NEW "ARMY 


Since the outbreak of war the aim 
of the War Office in accepting recruits, 
whether compulsory or voluntary, has 
been to balance the requirements’ of 
the Army and industries of national 
importance. The responsible mem- 
bers of the staff are confident that the 
method of choosing men is 90 per 
cent. efficient and that it has eliminat- 
ed most of the waste of man-power 
that took place in the last war. 

In addition to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of men called up on compulsory 
service, the authorities have had to 
deal with well over 100,000 voluntary 
recruits. The number is actually 
greater than that accepted by the 
Army in the corresponding, period of 
1914. As was announced recently the 
total strength of the Army at the end 
of this year was in excess of 2,000,000. 


EXEMPTIONS 

Excep. for volunteers who apply to 
local recruiting depots or regiments, 
every man is now called up by the 
Ministry of Labour in much the same 
way as the original batch of militia 
last July. The well-trained staffs of 
the Labour Exchanges decide which 
men are apparently entitled to claim 
temporary exemption through employ- 
ment in reserved occupations, Details 
are sent to the War OMfice, where the 
final decision rests. 

Besides those who are almost auto- 
matically exempted, there is a large 
number of men who, through personal 

contacts in business, can perform 
work of economic fmportance. In 
such cases the War Office can grant 
exemption on the recommendation of 
the Board of Trade or other Govern- 
ment Department concerned. 

A much tighter hand is kept on ex- 
emptions than was the case in the last 
war, and there is little chance of any- 
one securing exemption because of 
exaggerated cldims by employers of 
their. value and importance. 

HOW IT 18 DONE 

The system of calling-up differs {in 
many essentials from that of the 1914 
to 1918 war. Men now receive 
adequate warning of the date on 
which they have to report for duty 
and are consequently able to put their 
home affairs in order before joining 
the Army. So far, the system has 


“calised the minimum of dislocation” in™ ~ 


home, factory or office life. 

Apart:from this advantage, the “de- 
ferred embodiment system,” as it is 
called, simplifies-the training of the 
large army we are now called on to 
produce. It avoids unnecessary crowd- - 
ing at depots and ensures that each 
regiment or unit is at a definite stage 
of training, and consequently the War 
Staff can gauge accurately the first- 
Une strength that will be available at 
any given date. ;

More than 60,000,000 of the new 
‘coins had ‘been issued by the end of 
1938—still a small proportion of the 
4,000,000,000 pieces of other denomina- 
tions which are in circulation.

The 
large threepenny-bit makes it easier 
to count the till, . 

The most popular silver coin is the 
sixpence, which forms nearly one- 
third of the number of silver coins 
issued in 1938.

THE GOVERNOR IN COUNCIL 
HAS AMENDED THE - PRISON 
RULES AS FOLLOWS:—~ 


The following rule is substituted for 
Rule 319— 

319. Corporal punishment, not ex- 
ceeding twenty-four strokes either 
with a Nght cane or rattan, or cat-o’- 
nine tails, in the case of an adult, or 
twelve strokes with a light cane or 
rattan in the case of a juvenile, 
may be awarded by the Com- 
missioner to any male — offen- 
der, after evidence has been taken 
upon oath, affirmation or declaration, 
for the following offences only— 

(a) repeated serious offences against 
prison discipline; 

(b) personal violence to any person; 

(c) grossly abusive or offensive 
language; or 

(d) any act of grave misconduct or 
insubordination,
